Dole Confesses Nervousness; 
Mondale Projects Confidence 


HOUSTON (UPI) - Walter 
Mondale and Robert Dole have 
debated before, but usually 
with a handful of Senate gallery 
spectators looking on. Tonight, 
a nationwide audience will take 
their m easure for 75 m inutes in 
the first-ever debate of candi­ 
dates for vice president.

Democrat Mondale closes 
the debate with his sum m ation 
Dole said he was “ nervous" 
about the encounter in Hous 
to n ’s Alley T h e a te r, while 
Mondale adm itted only to a 
“certain air of anticipation” 
about the faceoff. 
Today both men m ade final 
preparations for the debate to 
start at 9:30 p.m. EDT Spon­

180 Forest Blazes

forest fires raged over drought-

over the w ater-starved state 
Snow forecast for today was 
expected to provide a little 
relief for some northern areas 
The largest fire — touched off

Another fire — 1* a miles long 
and a quarter-niile wide — 
destroyed three outbuildings

C arter, addressing a Liberal 
P arty dinner in New York City, 
said he had criticized Ford for 
not having a full-scale news 
conference since Feb. 19 but 
now “ I’ll have to be critical of 
Nobel Peace Prize 
Won’t Be Awarded 


OSLO, Norway (UPI) — The 
1976 Nobel Peace Prize will not 
be aw arded this year, the Nobel 
Com m ittee of the Norwegian 
Parliam ent announced today in 
a two-sentence statem ent. 
The five-m em ber com m ittee 
gave no reason for its decision. 
“The Norwegian Storting’s 
(parliam ent’s) Nobel Com mit­ 
tee has decided not to aw ard the 
peace prize this y ear,” the 
statem ent 
said. 
“The 
prize 
money will be reserved for 
1977.” 
According to rules of the 
Norwegian Nobel Institute, two 
peace prizes could be aw arded 
next year. If the com m ittee 
decides to withhold the honor, 
the $150,000 prize money will go 
back to the Nobel Foundation. 
Of the 30 times the peace 
prize has been reserved since it 
was first aw arded in 1901, it 
was withheld 19 tim es—most 
recently in 1972.

“outraged the Soviet people” 
by inviting .Americans of Elast 
European background to the 
White House. 
The toughest Soviet criticism 
to date of the two presidential 
candidates was contained in an 
article in the Communist party 
daily Pravda. 
“■'A'hen it comes to foreign 
policy and questions affecting 
other states and peoples, there 
are limits to what the can­ 
didates for president can allow 
themselves to do and say,” the 
article said.

Pravda, which as the party

hike by Canadian newsprint 
mills goes into effect. 
The increase to $305 a ton for 
standard 30-pound 
newsprint 
had been signaled as early as 
.August, when Consolidated- 
Bathhurst Ltd. announced the 
new price for its customers 
beginning Nov, 1 
That meant a $45-a-ton in­ 
crease since mid-1975 and some 
industry 
observers, 
while 
predicting an industrywide in­ 
crease early next year, expect­ 
ed pressure on Consolidated- 
Bathhurst to roll back its hike 
But in September two of the 
largest newsprint producers — 
.Abitibi-Price Sales Corp. and 
International Paper Sales Corp. 
— announced increases to $305 
a ton, although putting the 
effective date back to Dec. 1 
This week, they were joined 
by Domtar Ltd., another major 
Canadian producer, which an­ 
nounced its increase beginning 
Dec 1

Recuperating At Home 


You can pay as little as $38 a day for a semi- 
private hospital room in Memphis, Tenn., or as 
high as $182 in New York City. .As of last 
January, the national average was somewhere 
between these two extremes, a survey by the 
Health Insurance Association of America found 
There is little doubt that the figures have in­ 
creased since the survey was made. The health 
care outlay by Americans has tripled in the past 
decade, from $39 billion in 1965 to $119 billion in 
1975. 
Hospital costs, of course, are only one aspect of 
the nation’s soaring annual medical bill 
But 
there is a growing awareness among medical 
professionals, as well as health insurers and 
state and federal legislators, that hospitalization 
is only one — and not necessarily always the best 
— alternative when people require medical care 
In New York, for example, under a special 
arrangement with state-certified home health 
agencies. Blue Cross and Blue Shield subscribers 
need not recuperate from illness or an operation 
in the hospital. 
If they choose, and their doctor approves, they 
can recover in their own homes 
The plan 
provides for the cost of all necessary medication 
and services, just as does a regular hospital 
plan. 
According to Herman Schuster, president of 


Quality Care, Inc., a nationwide private home 
health care organization which employs 
registered and practical nurses, aides, com­ 
panions and homemakers, one in four hospital 
patients should not be hospitalized at all since 
they are in need of nothing more than minimal 
care 
The greatest proportion of these patients, he 
says, are the aged and other long-term patients 
who simply have nowhere else to go 
Home health care, if it is closely monitored, is 
preferable to institutional care for many elderly 
and handicapped, witnesses told officials of the 
U. S. Department of Health. Education and 
Welfare at a hearing in New York City the other 
day The hearing was one of five held around the 
country to obtain suggestions for revision of 
H EW regulations on home health care of 
Medicare and Medicaid patients 
Also on the federal level, the proposed Com­ 
prehensive National Health Insurance Act of 
1974 — the Kennedy-Mills Bill — would include 
home health care services amounting to 100 
visits a year.

Humbug

Republicans, the Democrats, 
the League and the networks 
are coconspirators in a comfy 
little deal to evade the fairness 
doctrine. The effect is to freeze 
McCarthy out. 
McCarthy ought to be heard. 
He is a man of ideas — mostly 
misguided ideas, to be sure, but 
a man of ideas nonetheless. He 
is a gentleman of intellect, 
humor and wit; no other can­ 
didate can make that claim In 
Who’s 
Who 
in 
Am erica, 
McCarthy identifies himself in 
the single word that sums him 
up: educator He is the quintes­ 
sential teacher, whose role is 
not to indoctrinate, but rather 
to stimulate, to examine, to 
question. 
Let 
me 
seek 
to 
avoid 
misunderstanding: McCarthy’s 
views are not my views. His 
hypothetical Cabinet nominees 
are not my kind of nominees. 
His concept of a strong national 
defense is far removed from 
my own 
But in McCarthy’s 
case, these specifics are im­ 
material He is never going to 
be Chief Executive or Com­ 
mander in Chief His usefulness 
lies in other areas entirely. His 
role, again, is to educate; to 
make us think 


McCarthy spent muuch of 
this 
past summer 
loafing 
around on a farm not far from 
my own in the Blue Ridge 
Mountains 
We put in some 
pleasant 
hours 
drinking 
whisky, 
quoting poetry 
ana 
spinning baseball yarns. After 
one such session, he sent me a 
quotation from Plutarch 
He 
added a covering note 
This was the quote: "They 
are

Politics and philosophy 
are 
alike, Socrates neither set out 
benches for his students, nor 
sat on a platform, nor set hours

was drinking, while he was 
soldiering 
He was the first to 
show that all your life, all the 
time, in everything you do, 
whatever you are doing, is the 
time for philosophy.

SAN ANTONIO, Tex. — For a 
while, peanut farmer Jim m y 
Carter and his tight little inner 
circle were convinced that 
some of his Mexican-American 
organizers were playing an old 
fashioned shell game with his 
campaign inside the powerful 
swing-vote Western and South­ 
western Chicano communities. 
Then he switched to the real 
thing — the slim, open-collared, 
49-year-old 
Cesar 
Chavez, 
president of 
the 
m ilitant, 
perpetually embattled United 
Farm Workers-AFL-CIO. For 
the Georgian it wasn’t an easy 
alliance. But Mr. Carter needs 
the uneasy farmers’ vote — 
which is what l’affaire Earl 
Butz is all about — and to the 
farmers of the Midwest and 
now especially the citrus, 
vegetable and tobacco growers 
of the East as well as those of 
the California valleys, Chavez 
is about as popular as Egypt's 
President Sadat is in Tel Aviv. 
Some here say that though 
Gov. Carter wavered for a 
while, he was convinced by two 
forces. First, only some 500 or 
so persons turned out for a 
Mexican-American political 
rally some weeks ago to hear 
him Obviously his draw was 
not drawing in this field. 
Second, the political marriage 
was 
“ brokered” 
by 
their 
mutual friend, auto workers’ 
president Leonard Woodcock, I 
was told here. It was the latter 
who first threw massive labor 
support to Gov. Carter. That 
was during the Florida primary 
campaign And it is his union 
which has steadily financed the 
United Farm Workers with as 
much as $500,000 a year at 
times. 
Further, there are truly great 
plans for the militant Chicano 
leader. For example, late in 
July Woodcock wrote to the 
Novel Committee of the Nor­ 
wegian parliament urging that 
they award the 
1976 Nobel 
Peace Prize to Cesar Chavez 
Of course, there’s generally 
some consultation between the 
Norwegian parliament and the 
head of the state from which the 
prizewinner 
comes. 
Not 
always. But most times and it 
helps. 
But for all three the triple 
play 
was 
based 
on 
hard 
political decisions 
Candidate 
Carter knows 
the 
powerful 
balance which the Mexican- 
American communities, on and 
off the big produce ranches, can 
swing in cities such as this one, 


in states such as Texas, Arizona 
and California 
And his Atlanta-Plains people 
know that Chavez now has a 
pulsating new farm workers’ 
movement operating across the 
U.S. 
— in 
Florida’s 
citrus 
areas, in New Jersey through 
the Agricultural Workers Assn. 
(ATA in Spanish), in Con­ 
necticut in the tobacco growing 
district and over in a bit of 
Massachusetts. 
Actually any effective vote- 
getting campaign could help 
swing Michigan where there 
are hundreds of thousands of 
Spanish surnamed voters And 
many Arab workers, too, who 
have kinship with hundreds of 
Arab members of the U FW in 
California. 
What Cesar Chavez needs the 
most is to hammer down his 
base in California where he 
claim s contracts with 
154 
ranches. Then he can move full 
force into Texas, where his 
union split rece ’y — and the 
East. 
Thus, early h 
jptember he 
called a special one-day "en­ 
dorsements convention.” Some 
1,400 delegates attended the 
Fresno, Calif., conference. 
Alongside them were the youth­ 
ful militants of colleges and 
churches They heard Jim m y 
Carter over a long distance 
loudspeaker telephone hook-up, 
in Spanish and English, pledge 
them full support. Especially 
on Propposition 14 on the Nov. 2 
ballot (an initiative little noted 
by the rest of the nation). 
This referendum, if passed, 
will give Chavez and his farm 
workers all they want on the 
unionization front — the ef­ 
fective permanency of the 
Agricultural Labor Relations 
Board, the right to “ access” to 
non-union farm labor right on 
“ ranches” for U FW organizers 
during lunch time and other 
breaks and heavy damage 
punishment for unfair labor 
practices. 
Chavez 
believes 
he 
can 
smash the teamsters and the 
growers once this becomes law 
Mr. C arter enthusiastically 
endorsed it. So did Sen John 
Tunney who is fighting for his 
political life against President 
Ford’s ally, Republican S. I. 
H ayakaw a, 
the 
former 
University head. 
Carter was loudly cheered. 
Chavez said that regardless of 
the union’s need for Proposition 
14, he would suspend the U FW ’s 
campaign for its passage — and 


devote his organization’s time, 
drive, manpower and youthful 
followers to register 300,000 
new voters. 
If 
the 
boycott-oriented 
Chavez can put this over he can 
put Gov. Carter over. If he can 
get the Mexican-Am erican 
voters out after they register. 
This isn't realized in the 
provincial East. Back home, 
there’s much talk of the black 
vote, the Puerto Rican vote and 
the various ethnic and religious 
blocs But few even know of the 
Mexican-American commu­ 
nities, their growing inner 
organization and outer upward 
mobility. 
Further, the White House is 
just as provincial Mr. Ford’s 
in-house strategists give you a 
grim "who knows?” when you 
inquire after the names of their 
organizers in the valleys, in the 
groves or on the ranches. 
Well, that’s how elections are 
lost and won. Gov. Carter’s 
campaign isn’t running like a 
dry 
brook, 
as 
has 
been 
reported. Anyone who gets out 
of the press pools and air 
caravans would swiftly 
see 
that.

Ford met no 
one save the regional party 
faithful, and listened only to 
those few in authority who were 
ushered into his presence for 
the purpose of furthering his 
fortunes. 
The only

“ meeting” the President were 
those who suffered 
the 
in­ 
dignities of reaching for his 
hand across barricades. 


The political planners say 
this 
kind 
o f nonsense 
is 
necessary. That in truth the 
people aren’t to be trusted. 
Ergo, the candidates in peace 
are given more security than 
was Caesar in battle. Down 
South, when candidate Ford 
traveled by interstate highway 
between New Orleans and 
Mobile, his motorcade was all 
that moved on the road; every 
intersection for the 140-mile 
jaunt was blocked by police 
officers. 
Blocking the intersection has 
a 
twofold 
purpose, 
I 
un­ 


derstand. 
Besides 
the 
in­ 
surance against 
fiends, 
the 
maneuver 
assures 
the can­ 
didate that devoted citizens will 
line his motorcade route. What 
else can the 
motorists do? 
Trapped in their stuffy cars, 
often for 30 minutes or more, 
people naturally tend to get out 
to see what’s happening. Hence 
the citizens can be used by, if 
not used in, campaigns 
Jim m y Carter is not innocent 
in all this. His electioneering is 
nearly as sterilized and in­ 
sulated as his opponent’s. And 
yet he did spend a long primary 
season 
meeting 
with 
and 
soliciting help from the people 
of America. 
Ford has not been so close to 
common men and women since 
his days as a congressional 
candidate; as president, one 
suspects, he has not in years 
talked warmly and at length 
with 
anyone 
other 
than 
government, m ilitary, cor­ 
porate or political officers. 
It may be that few in the 
country care that they are 
excluded 
from 
all 
but 
a 
voyeur’s role in the presidential 
selection process. But I think 
not. One suspects that 
the 
feeling of being ignored, of 
being left out, is pervasive and 
perhaps a major element of the 
negative attitude of millions of 
people toward government and 
its leaders.

What Is Being 
Done About Taxes

Justice Holmes once said, 
“ taxes are what we pay for 
civilized society.” Someone 
else has said recently, “ if that 
is true, then the United States 
can’t stand anymore civiliza­ 
tion, for we are already paying 
more than 40 per cent of our in­ 
come in taxes.” 
Still others have said: “ Taxes 
are like the weather . . . every­ 
body always talks about it, but 
nobody ever 
does 
anything 
about it. 
But, something is being done 
about 
taxes 
. . 
both 
in 
Washington 
and 
all 
over 
America. First, in the nation’s 
capitol the Tax Reform Act of 
1976 is the most massive effort 
to completely rewrite our tax 
laws which has been under­ 
taken in a number of years. And 
it offers both hope and danger. 
The hope is that a new tax law 
will really be fair and distribute 
the burden of government 
financing 
in 
an 
equitable 
manner. Most Americans will 
feel a great deal better about 
paying taxes if they know that 
all individuals whose resources 
and responsibilities are equal 
are taxed at the same rate. 
The danger is that a new tax 
bill might be adopted on the 
basis of redistribution of all 
wealth. Some in Congress are 
striving mightily to place the 
major burden of taxation on 
business. If they succeed, they 
will fail . . . for the consumer 
w ill end up paying 
those 
business taxes in the form of 
higher prices for products and 
inflation will indeed destroy our 
nation and our system of 
government. 
The best tax reform act of 
1976 would be for the federal 
government to stop spending 


more than its income, and start 
moving 
toward 
a 
balanced 
budget. 
That would begin 
restoring faith in Congress 
And that brings us to what is 
being 
done 
about 
taxes 
elsewhere According to Jack 
Anderson, a large number of 
Americans are refusing to pay 
federal 
income 
taxes 
They 
filed a signed, blank return and 
apparently are now waiting for 
Internal Revenue to take them 
to court. 
We must also convince our 
Congressmen that we strongly 
oppose their attempts to put a 
higher and bigger share of the 
taxes on the 
business 
cor­ 
porations 
that 
make 
the 
majority of our high-paying 
jobs, and are the heart of our 
nation’s prosperity. 
The fact that the employers 
do not have as many votes as 
the employees may be tempting 
to the politicians, but ignoring 
the interests of the employers 
could do for America what it 
has done for England. She is in 
very desperate straits.

They 
jum ped over an y th in g and 
everything and everyone they 
found in their way and sw a r-' 
med over the field like a vast 
arm y of ants 
They all but swallowed up 
Chambliss as he tried to run 
around the bases. 
The last base he touched was 
second, with his hand 
He fell a moment later and 
nearly was tram pled underfoot 
by

m ob 
w hich 
cam e 
straight at him like a thunder­ 
ing herd of buffalo 
The rules specifically say a 
batter must touch all four bases 
to be credited with a home run 
and Chambliss insisted he did 
that, but he didn't because it 
was humanly impossible for 
him to bull his way through the 
crowd 
Some of the Yankees saw 
what was happening and were 
worried the Royals might try to 
appeal to the um pires. 
Chambliss, who set a record 
with 11 hits in the playoffs. 


already was being interviewed 
on TV in the clubhouse when 
Yankee Coach Elston Howard 
burst in looking for him. 
“You didn't t o u c h --------- 
home base,” Howard yelled at 
him. 
Chambliss broke off the in­ 
terview. 
"I thought I touched it,” he 
said. 
“You didn’t, you 
didn’t! ” 
hollered Howard, pure alarm in 
his eyes. “C'mon outside and do 
it.” 
Howard got third basem an 
G raig Nettles to help clear a 
path from the clubhouse to the 
dugout and then up to the plate 
C ham bliss never m ade it 
There were too many blocking 
his way. He hasn’t touched the 
plate yet. 
It didn’t m atter, because the 
Royals w eren’t about to appeal 
Whitey Herzog, the Royals’ 
m anager, wanted to win so 
badly, he’d try anything — 
anything reasonable — but he 
knew in view of the circum ­ 
stances any appeal would be 
useless. 
“ W hat d ifferen ce does it 
m ake?” he said over Cham ­ 
bliss’ failure to complete the 
circuit because of the menacing 
mob, which alm ost stam peded 
him. “ He couldn’t do anything 
about it.

Slow growing with 
an avocado seed

Polly’s Problem 


D E A R P O L L Y — I planted an avocado seed that has 
started to sprout and come up. I have heard that when 
it's seven inches tall I should clip and plant it. What is 
the best way to grow 0 0 6 ° 
Also, I planted some sunflower seeds but they never 
grew above four feet tall Are there different types of 
seeds for bigger plants9 — SA M M Y 
DEAR SAMMY — I presum e you started your 
avocado seed in water. When roots form and there are 
signs of grow th it should be transplanted to a pot of san­ 
dy soil. Keep the soil evenly moist and be sure it gets 
som e sun. Such plants grow lovelier the larger they get 
and will eventually have to be staked. 
I have read that M exican sunflowers should grow 
from six to eight feet tall. There is a variety known as 
Helianthus that com es in different kinds that grow from 
one to tw elve feet high. Ask your local seed store about 
the kind that will grow best in your locale. — POLLY. 


D E A R P O L L Y — M y Pet Peeve is to hear women tell of us­ 
ing their clothes dryers in nice weather They could conserve 
energy by drying their clothes out of doors in the fresh air and 
sunshine. Also the clothes would smell so sweet and fresh —

M O IST EN with full strength white vinegar, using a brush but 
not scrubbing The soda and vinegar will produce a foaming 
action. Allow to dry T H O R O U G H LY before replacing the 
carpet You’ll find a second application is seldom necessary. I 
also used this in a fireplace that the cat preferred to the 
regular cat box

sprinkled on the soda and then dampened with the vinegar. An 
hour later thre was no odor. — N ITA . 
D E A R P O L L Y — If your sewing machine does not have a 
stretch stitch, I have found a good substitute. It is good, but I 
will admit is also slow. Gradually and carefully stretch the 
elastic tightly around your finger and hold it together at the 
back side, with your fingers continuing to stretch it tightly. I 
use a double thread and take a back stitch about every fourth 
stitch It works. — M A R G U E R IT E .
